Young cultural 
ambassadors have again 
played a big part in shaping 
the festival, working as 
promoters, journalists, 
grant decision-makers and 
trainee producers.

Eastside Educational Trust 
have also made important 
contributions. 

“The festival opens the 
eyes of local young people 
and lets them know that 
there is so much already 
happening in the borough,” 
said Renell Shaw, 20, 
trainee producer at 
Hackney Empire and co- 
producer of the DYH ’09 
launch event. “It means 
people can find these 
activities and, more 
importantly, be part of 
them.” 

The programme includes

Pinter mourned 

ACCLAIMED playwright, actor, 
director, poet, and former 
Hackney resident Harold 
Pinter has died, aged 78. 

The author of The Caretaker 
and The Birthday Party was 
born into a Jewish family in 
the borough in 1930, and 
attended Hackney Downs 
Grammar School during the 
early 1940s. 

He played Romeo and 
Macbeth at school and won a 
grant to study at RADA. Although his initial ambition was to 
be an actor, a turning point came in 1 957, when an old 
friend from his Hackney days, Henry Woolf, asked him to 
write a play for Bristol University’s drama department. The 
result was his first work, The Room. 

The initial run of Pinter’s second play, The Birthday Party, 
was dismissed by critics and pulled after a week. However, 
by 1 960, The Caretaker had made it to the West End and 
Pinter’s success was assured. 

He wrote dozens of plays during a career spanning six 
decades, screenplays including The French Lieutenant’s 
Woman, and in 2005 was awarded the Nobel Prize in 
Literature, among many other accolades. 

He was outspoken in his political views, and a 
conscientious objector to national service during the Cold 
War, risking imprisonment. He was called before military 
tribunals but escaped with a fine. 

Pinter split from his first wife Vivien Merchant in 1 975, with 
whom he had a son, Daniel. In 1 980, he married historian 
Antonia Fraser. In 2003, he was diagnosed with cancer, and 
died in west London on 24 December last year.

A HACKNEY artist is 
one of only two 
chosen from 250 to 
create the first in a 
series of public works in the 
Olympic Park to celebrate 
London 2012. 

The designs, which will be 
displayed on bridges and 
underpasses, are part of a 


masterplan for a new park 
that will be enjoyed by 
generations to come. The 
aim is to create ‘a Hyde Park 
for East London’. 

Hackney-based Martin 
Richman’s designs use bold 
graphics and materials on 
the bridge structure and 
within the underpasses. 

Richman has done many 
public projects, from stand- 
alone sculptures to 
collaborative works with 
architects and engineers. 


Tower Hamlets-based Jason 
Bruges Studio’s designs are 
inspired by Olympic and 
Paralympic champions, and 
use audio, light and tactile 
elements across the bridge to 
show speed and movement. 

Chief Executive of the 
London 2012 Organising 
Committee, Paul Deighton, 
said: “The two winners will 
contribute significantly to 
the development of a world- 
class park, not just for 
Games-time, but for legacy.” 


Of the 250 artists who 
expressed an interest in the 
project, eight were 
shortlisted to submit initial 
designs, considered by a 
panel that included Tate 
Director, Sir Nicolas Serota. 

The artists have begun 
work with the Olympic 
Delivery Authority and 
bridge designers Allies & 
Morrison to develop their 
concepts. The works are 
expected to be installed in 
late 2009.

M ANY celebrities 
spend their whole 
lives trying to 
escape their past.

A: The paper mill where all of Hackney’s waste paper is 
recycled does not accept 
wrapping 
paper and so 
Council 
crews are 
instructed not 
to collect it. 

The mill 
produces high 
quality, 

newsprint grade 
paper, and as a 
result they need good quality materials to work with. 
Wrapping paper however often contains glitter, foil and 
plastics. It should either be reused, or disposed of with 
general refuse. This will then be collected as part of normal 
rubbish collections.

Wringing out the music

Twisted Christmas, Barbican 
Hall, 11 December 

JARVIS Cocker was the 
headliner at the Barbican’s 
alternative yuletide celebration, 
but unfortunately for the 
audience, who waited all night to 
see him, the former Pulp 
frontman wasn’t the highlight. 
After two and a half hours of a 
bewildering mix of music, 
comedy and shadow puppetry - 
some of which worked, some of 
which didn’t - Jarvis sloped on 
stage to perform two brief and 
forgettable songs. Luckily, there 
were other revelations to enjoy. 
Illinois-based singer-songwriter 
Daniel Knox was one of them. 

His deep melancholic vocals 
called to mind cold winter nights 
in front of the fire and were 
perfect for his heart-warming 
rendition of the classic, Have 
Yourself a Merry Little 
Christmas. Blues-folk duo The 
Smoke Fairies were ubiquitous 


on stage, and proved to be even 
better on their own than when 
performing back up for the other 
acts. Patrick Wolf, a piano 
playing ex-chorister turned art- 
rocker, was sensational while 
unbilled songstress Camille 
O’Sullivan was reminiscent of 
a pre-tabloid era Amy 
Winehouse. 

As well as the 
eclectic there was 
also the eccentric. 

Canadian singer Mary 
Margaret O’Hara 
and American 
Sandy 


Dillon provided much needed 
light relief, though it wasn’t 
entirely clear whether this was 
intentional. 

What was intentional, however, 
was the wry comedy of Radio 4 
presenter Jeremy Hardy, who 
ably steered proceedings from 
one fragmented act to 
another. But the night 
belonged to the 
shadow puppetry and 
accompanist Matthew 
Robbins who together 
earned plaudits in an

Edward Burtynsky, Australian 
Minescapes, Flowers East Gallery, 
Kingsland Rd, E2.

EDWARD Burtynsky has forged an 
international reputation by photographing a 
succession of manufactured landscapes, 
from the superhuman engineering feats of 
China’s Three Dams project, to Italy's marble 
quarries. 

In 2007, he produced a series of images 
depicting large-scale open pit mining 
operations and resource developments in 
Western Australia. Australian Minescapes 
documents iron ore operations at Mount 


Whaleback, salt mining in the Pilbara region, 
the Kalgoorlie super pit, and a variety of open 
cut nickel mines in the eastern goldfields of 
Western Australia. 

Burtynsky stood on the rim of deep mining 
pits, pointing his camera down towards the 
black and red tiered terraces, or took low- 
level helicopter flights, his camera attached to 
a gyroscope to reduce movement in the air. 

In this series, Burtynsky works on a truly 
grand scale, finding a peculiar beauty in the 
vast industrial wastelands we create to 
support our modern lifestyles. 

“It's like enjoying a scar on your leg,” the 
photographer jokes. “I'm not supposed to get 
pleasure out of it, but it's kind of fascinating.”

A Greek history lesson 


THE Challenging Tide follows the life of 
a middle-class Greek family through 
various stages of historical political and 
economic unrest and upheavals 
Greek Cypriot writer Stavros Lillitos’ 
play is an epic tale covering a period 
from the 1 930s until the German 
occupation of Greece during the 
Second World War. 

Lillitos deals with the dictatorship of 
Metaxas (above) in 1 936; the German 
occupation; and the civil war that 
followed. 

As well as giving a historical account of 
the war, he raises questions about man 
and his relationships with the others.

I T might be hard to 
imagine now, but 
Hackney, Stoke 
Newington and 
Shoreditch were once rural 
villages surrounded by 
farmland. 

Gradually however, the 
city of London expanded 
beyond its original walls, 
while villages also grew into 
larger settlements, 
swallowing up hamlets such 
as Newington Green, 
Hoxton, and Kingsland, 
until all the farmland had 
disappeared beneath urban 
sprawl. 

Following the Fire of 
London in 1666, wooden 
buildings were prohibited, 
and there was much 
rebuilding in the city. 
Factories sprang up 
as a result of the 
Industrial Revolution, 
and newly wealthy 
people wanted to own 
impressive and 
attractive homes. 

All this building 
required a massive 
amount of bricks and 
North East London 


became the centre of this 
new industry because of the 
large pockets of suitable 
brick earth found in the 
area. Farmland began to 
disappear, as it was first 
excavated for clay and then 
built on, using the very 
bricks created from it. 

Brick-making was a 
lucrative business and many 
brick fields were dug across 
what is now Hackney. As 
well as altering the 
landscape and increasing 
employment, the industry 
had an impact on religious 
life. In 1789, a missionary 
teacher, Thomas Cranfield, 
was shocked by the 
ignorance and wickedness 
of brick-makers working in 
Kingsland. As a result he 
began holding prayer 


meetings in the foreman’s 
house at 5 am every morning 
and once a week in the 
evenings. 

By 1790, the room used 
was too small and the 
congregation had to move 
into a large shed known as 
the Factory. Still the number 
of worshippers grew, and in 
1794 a purpose-built chapel 
was erected on the corner of 
Kingsland High Street and 
what would become 
Sandringham Road. Later, 
in 1852, the grand 
Kingsland Congregational 
Church was built on the 
same site. 

In 1800, local 
businessman William Fox 
wrote ‘La Bagatella, or 
Delineations of Home 
Scenery’, 
describing the 
sights 

encountered 


during his daily walk to and 
from work in Finsbury. Fifty 
years later, artist C.H. 
Matthews produced a series 
of rather fanciful 
watercolour illustrations to 
the poem, including one 
known as ‘Mr Fox going 
home to his dinner’ which 
shows the brickfields and 
brick-makers of Kingsland 
Road, the green fields they 
are encroaching upon, and 
new housing development 
in the distance. 

Although many older 
brick buildings survive in 
the area, some no doubt 
constructed using local 
materials, all other signs of 
Hackney’s brick-making 
industry have long since 
disappeared, but traces of 
the vanished trade can still 
be discovered in images, 
maps, and documents held 
at Hackney Archives.

Grilled squid with 
tomato onion salsa 


Serves 4 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

15 mins 


Ingredients 

• 20 baby squid or 2kg large squid, 
cleaned & prepared 

• 1 50ml extra virgin olive oil 

• 1 lemon, large (unwaxed) 

• 2 medium sized red chillis, 
deseeded & finely chopped 

Salsa: 

• 2 medium avocados, firm but ripe 

• 1 5 small tomatoes, chopped 

• 1 red onion, finely chopped 

• 1 medium red chilli, deseeded & 
finely chopped 

• 1 small bunch coriander, chopped 

• salt & black pepper 


Method 

•To make the salsa, peel, stone & dice the avocado 
neatly & then mix together carefully with the other 
salsa ingredients 

• Heat a ridged cast iron pan or grill. Place the squid on 
the pan & press down firmly. After one minute, turn 
squid over and repeat for one minute only 

• Remove from heat, sprinkle over a little salt & place it 
on a warm plate with the salsa.

Zebra hurrah 

RESIDENTS have 
responded in favour of 
proposals to alter the traffic 
system in roads near 
Victoria Park. 

Ninety three per cent of 
people who responded to a 
Council consultation in the 
summer supported the 
creation of a zebra crossing 
on Cassland Road at the 
junction with Poole Road, 
while 68 per cent were in 
favour of introducing a one- 
way system in Meynell 
Road. 

Residents also said they 
thought the zebra crossing 
should be built to the west of 
the Cassland Road junction 
with Meynell Road, instead 
of east as initially suggested 
by planners. 

Concerns that installing the 
zebra crossing would cut car 


parking spaces in Cassland 
Road have also been taken 
into consideration, with a 
reduction in size of 
surrounding zig zag 
markings. 

For more detail, see the 
order for these works on 
p33 of this edition (there is a 
21 day period for 
objections.) Subject to 
approval, these works 
would start in late February 
and are due for completion 
in March.
